shall assume tbe Cuban debt, that it- 
tbe debt owed by Spain for the pay- 
ment of which Cuban revenues are 
pledged, is, under the circumstance?, 
exceedingly mo.leet. It is said tbat 
the debt secured by Cuban revenue?, 
amounts to $400,000,000. The United 
States army has invaded Cuba, annihi- 
lated tbe Spanish fleet, and takes po>- 
season of tue eastern part of tbe is- 
lu»d.

The Commission appointed to ar- 


range terms of capitulation with the 
Spaniards at dantmtfo IMS a»re«d upon 
the conditions. 
Tbe Spanish troops 


now in ilie provinoe of Santiago de 
Cuba, numbering about 20,000, are to 
be transported to Sp<iin. They will de- 
liver their arms to tbu Americans', 
tnotiKh tbe officers, ae a matter of 
courtesy, are to be permit tad to retaiu 
their side arms. The inioes are to be 
removed from SautUgo harbor and all 
tbe foitiflorttions iu the province are to 
be turned over to tbe Americans. 


This indicates thtt the war is nearly 


over. Spain baa been humbled aud 
admits defeat. The entire island of 
Cuba will doubtlesB be evacuated by 
the Spanish troops aa soon as trans- 
portation can be provided and the 
Stars and Stripes will float over Ha- 
van« bafore the close of July. Spain, 
it is said, offers to exchange Puerto 
Btoo for tbe Philippines and give up 
all its colonies on tbe American side of 
the Atlantic. Her fleet* are scattered 
and strewn on the Cuban coast and 
sunk In Manila harbor, and her arm tea 
are surrounded by Americans, with no 
hope of fighting tbeir way out and are 
driven to tbe alternative of surrender- 
ing or dying In the entrenchments. 


The conditions of surrender of San- 


tiigo and adjacent territory provides 
that the United State* will transport 
with as little delay as possible aU of 
the Spanish troops in the district to the 
kingdom of Spain. Officers will retain 
their side arms and both officers and 
m?n their personal property. 
The

rendered dial riots.

concerning those Spaniards who desire 
to rem tin are named. It is estimated 
tbat tbe Spanish troops at and in the 
neighborhood of Santiago number 24,- 
000. 


President McKinley and Secretary 


Alger have cabled their congratula- 
tions to General Shatter. 


It ia said tbat General Miles will per- 


sonally command the Porto i ioo expe- 
dition. It ia expected that thw cam- 
paign there will be short and decisive. 


Tht> Cabinet officials went over the 


war situation yesterday; although no 
official statement was given out it is be- 
lieved tbat tbe movement against Porto 
Blco and Commodore Watson' squad- 
ron to move on Spain will be the next 
in order. 


The 20,000 refugees at Oaney and
